English/Language Arts and Math standards posted on the IDOE website on Feb. 19.

o This hearing is limited to standards. It is not a hearing about curriculum, textbooks or assessments. Public
comments on topics outside of standards will be accepted in other forums at future dates.

o  Whenever possible, please provide specific feedback on the standards to inform the ongoing work of the
E/LA and Math evaluation panels and the College & Career Ready panel.

DURING your testimony

o  State your name and provide your feedback on the draft standards posted online. Please limit your
comments to the draft standards.

o  Each speaker will have three (3) minutes to speak. Time limits will be strictly enforced. You will be
notified when one minute remains so you can begin your concluding remarks.

o  Please be respectful of other speakers if their opinions differ from yours.
